The object in question has a magnitude s0 
racter so interesting, as entirely to exhaust

Who, then, ‘can 
doubt, that itmust Gil the most expan- 
sive created mind? Nay, that it must in- 
crease the capacity of the soul; enlargé 
and ennoble its conceptions, and give new 
vigour, and ‘increased watmnth, to its affec- 
tions? The object cofiiemplated and 
sought, wil! impart its owa greatness to 
the seul.—A mind thus occupied, filled, 
expanding, will find it diffidult to come 
down to the littheness of strife. No place 
will be teft for ungracious thoughts, un- 
kind affections, dark designs. 

The object here contemplated, must 
he permanently interesting. While any por- 
tion of the human race remain bound in 
the chain of sia, it will not loosen its hold 
upon the heart. Nothing will be able to 
break the attraction, which will bind the 
mind toitsobject. Indeed, the more stea- 
dily the object is contemplated, the more 
important and jnteresting must it appear, 
and the more vigorous will be the efforts 
to secure it.—Will a mind, thus strongly 
and permanently bound to its object, be 
easjly diverted from its aim to exhaust it- 
self in dissention ? 

1 should do great injustice to my sub- 
ject, should I neglect to remind my rea- 
ders, that a spirit of missionary enterprise 
will fix the eye and bind the hands of the 
church to a common cause. Every one 
knows, that the pursuit of a common object 
has a powerful tendency (o produce har- 
mony of sentiment, and unity of action, 
in anycommunity. Even when the object 
is not highly important, this resalt is réa- 
lized. ‘I'he interests of the commanity 


tendency of separate interests 1s Cour 
acted. If when the common ebject is 
not the most commanding, this result may 
be expected, how much more may it be 
expected, when the object is the most im- 
portant and interesting, that can absorb 
the thoughts, awaken the desires, rouse 
the efforts of mortals! Suchis the object 
of Missionary enterprize. All, who engage 
in this heavenly enterprize must feel, 
that the defeat of one, is a common disap- 
peintment; the success vf one, a common 
triumph. Thus our attention to separate 
interests will be fost in labor und solicitude 
for the common welfare. Thus the bra- 
zen voice of strife will be hushed. 

Let the members of a single church a- 
wake to a sense of the obligations which 
bind them to labor for the extension of Zi- 
on’s limits. Let them deeply feel,that a de- 
votion to this labor, so far as their conduct 
is concerned, is the great end of their re- 
demption and incorporation into a church. 
Vo secure this end, let them act as a mis- 
sionary society. Let them exhaust their re- 
sources io humble efforts to evangelize the 
world. For this,let them pray. For this, let 
them pour out at the Saviour’s feet their 
constaot, liberal benefactions. Let them 
cheerfully subject themselves to any self- 
denial, to which this labor may invite 
them. Let them in short, pour out them- 
selves like water, to bring glory to Christ, 
in the salvation of men ; and it requires 
no supernatural endowment to foresee, 
that that church will escape the evils of 
dissention. Thie poisonous plant will 
never thrive in such a soil. Jt must with 
er and die. 

Will it be said, this is mere theory ? 
these reflections are the effusions of a heat- 
ed, visionary mind? Are facts demanded ? 
I grieve, that a review of the conduct of 
the church, leaves the benevolent mind so 
yoid of facts, which might fortify the con- 
clusions of this paper ; for it must be ad- 
mitted, painful as is the disgraceful admis- 
sion, that few or none of our churches 
have fairly made the experiments necessa- 
ry to test the soundness of these concla- 
sions. That they are so feebly fortified by 
fact, be it will remembered, is not owing 
to any failare in the anticipated results 
from the application of the theory. No ; 
selashness has prevented the epplication 
of the theory to any great extent. For, 
though it be cheerfully and gratefully ad-

ministerial brefhren, athome. The avto- 
riouspess of this fact precludes the neces- 
sity of proof. With what kind eagerness 
have our beloved missionaries been met 
in their respective fields ef labour, by 
Episcopaliang*Wesleyan and Baptist mis- 
sionaries! How cordially have they been 
welcomed to their spheres of toil and self- 
denial! How promptly has their distress 
drawn from these. foreign brethren the 
tear of sympathy £ How sincerely have 
they been congratéfated, when blest with 
success! Are not those unequivocal to- 
kens of fraternal affection and Christian 
fellowship ? Noone can reasonably de- 
ny, that the nature and magnitude of their 
common object, have given birth to feel- 
ings which, exert an influence so harmo- 
nizing. The sublime design of evangeliz- 
ing the surrounding heathen, has toe fully 
occupied their minds, to give place to sen- 
timents of strife.—Who has forgotten the 
reflections which enlwened his mind— 
the feelings that warmed his heart, on 
learning that Chater, ¢f Ceylon, of the 
Baptist communion, bad admitted the 
American Missionaries, there to mingle 
with his church at the acramental board ?

will continue be} a fortnight longer. I 
suppose few, ifay of them, will leave 
the place, witho paying usa visit, Had 
we a place us lige as the tabernacle, | 
believe it wouldbe daily Glled. O that 
we may be rig rightly to improve 
the opportunity ſorded us of communica- 
ting to them theyord of life! The call 

sp the Sacred {riptures and Tracts, is 
greater than weno supply. f trust the 
seed we have nw sown will prepare the 

successfully itinerating, 
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information. Some time ago we could en- 
ly get 8 or 10 poor heathens to come and 
hear us preach on a Sunday afternoon, but 
now there are upwards of 70. The at- 
tendance on week-day evenings is equally 


pleasing. 
SURAT. 
Extract of a Letter from Mr. Fyvie, Surat, 
io Mr. Langton, dated 12th Feb. 1821. 
We have an amazingly large field in Su- 
rat, and | may say, that it is becoming in- 
creasingly interesting. Our time is very 
much taken up in the translations, and 
must necessarily continue so for some 
years, until the Scriptures are finished. 
We make a poinot of spending some part 
of every day (generally the evening) a- 
mongst the natives ia the city and suburbs, 
yor in the villages. d.. About a month 
ago,| paid my visit to the village of Sunia, 
about 9 miles to the eastward of Surat. L 
arrived there about five o’clock and was 
conducted to a seat made of mad and cow- 
dung, such as are generally to be found at 
the doors of Hindoo houses. Here I sat 
until about 10 o’clock, reading and distrib- 
uting Tracts, and speaking the word of the 
Lord to the people. The moon shone 


part of evety description of persons in the 
village, came out (to visit me in the course 
of the evening, and expressed themselves 
much pleased wit. what they saw and 
heard. | spent the greater part of the next 
day amongst them, and returned to Surat 
in the evening, much gratified with my 
visit, and earnestly praying that God would 

our out his spirit on these poor villagers. 

his is the blessing needed in India! O 
that British Christians would give the 
Lord no rest until he pour out his Spirit, 
as water on the thirsty, and floods upon 
the dry ground ! 

In this manner I visit the villages about 
Surat, of which the number is very great. 
l experience much kindness from the peo- 
ple, and can truly say that I find great plea- 
sure in the service; but the mighty power 
of God is necessary to effect the gteat 
work on which all our hearts are set. 


SOUTH TRAVANCORE. 
Extract of a Letter from Mr. Mead, one of 
the Missionaries, to the Rev. Mr. Lewis, 
Islington, dated Nagurcoil, Feb. 26,1 821. 
This Mission is situated in a country 
where idolatay is supported at an immense 
.¢ with enthusiastic folly.. The 
v unt eter to 
the false idol of their worship; and then, 
every inch of ground we now tread upon, 
was Jevoted to the Brahmins and their 
deities. A vast change in the aspect of the 
country has taken place since 1807, when 
Mr. R first arrived in Travancore. 
We have much reason to be thankful for 
the tolerant spirit of the native govern- 
ment, & the protecting Shield of the Brit- 
ishoame. ‘The higher orders of natives 
are the most depraved & abandoned part 
of the community ; “ the poor have the 
Gospel preached unto them.” Upwards 
of 5,000 have renounced heathenism, and 
no longer offer sacrifice to devils, as they 
formerly did. They are all enjoying the 
blessing of Christian instruction, as far as 
we are able to attend to their requests for 
Schoolmasters or Catechists. We are 
constantly visiting them and preaching the 
Gospel to them, & rendering them every 
other assistance in our power. To us they 
refer for council and advice in every difh- 
culty, and to us they apply for redress un- 
der every grievance. ‘The burthen is vast- 
ly too great, and we are sometimes ready 
to faint. Hithertoo, however, strength 
has been equal to our day. 
The past year bas been marked with 
several auspicious circumstances. The 
arrival of anether fellow labourer, the in- 
crease of eur schools and congregations ; 
the erection ofseveral new places of wor- 
ship ; greater altendance on the Sabbath ; 
evident increase in knowledge ; and a spir- 
it of liberality acc ording to the ability of 
the people—are amongst our encour age- 
ments to go forward.

THE JEWS. 

We have heretofore given some account of the 
sonversion and baptism of Mr. Sargon,a Jew. We 
extract fiom the Jewish Expositor some particu- 
lars of his visit to Cochin, communicated in a let- 
terfrom T. Jarrett, Esq. at Madras. 

Mudras, Dee. 14, 1820. 

My Dear Sir,—I now proceed to give you some 
account of Mr. Sargon’s visit to Cochin, agreea- 
ble to my promise. 

Mr. Sargon left me on the 22d of March, 1820, 
for Cochia, ona visit to bis mother and brethren, 
and under high expectation, through God's bles- 
sing, of preparing the way to his futare Mission. 

After encountering great perils at sea, himself 

and the crew were providentially saved. Land- 
ing at Pambun on the coasts of Coromandel, he 
proceeded to Cochin, where he arrived without 
further accident, on April 22d. The family were 
agitgted with different sentiments on his approach. 
His mother, whd has a sincere affection for him, 
had already hailed his conversion with joy, but he 
dreaded the resentment of his brother Moses, of 
whoin I formerly wrote to you,as having so greatly 
opposed it, Nature neverthe‘ess got the better of 
these uncharitable feelings, and Moses embraced 
him affectionately, and the next day received 
from him a Hebrew New Testament, the Cate- 
chism of Tremellius, printed at Madras, and Nos. 
%, and 33, of the Hebrew tracts, together with a 
copy of the Affectionate Address to the Jews, pre- 
fixed to St. Mathew’s Gospel, which he accepted 
{to use Mr. Michael Sargon’s own words) 
gladly and thankfally ; asdid his brother Abra- 
ham, asimilar present. He had the pleasure also 
to see Moses peruse these, and make them a sub- 
jeet of conversation, which took place, and which 
will be included among the arguments used by the 
ether Jews in the course of this narrative. 

Another learned Jew, Moses Surphaty, who is 
employed by the Church Missionary Society to su- 
perintend the Hebrew School at Cochin, came on 
the 24th to see him. On presenting this Jew with 
a copy of Tremellius, he immediately began to 
peruse it. When he had so done, he observed, 
that Tremellius’ reasoning was conformable to the 
New Testament, which he had already read. 
From the knowledge Mr. Sargon has of him, he be- 
lieves Moses Surphaty to be willing to forward 
the work of grace faithfully, under proper aid and 
protection. He was preparing his own house for 
the reception of Jewish children, to be taught in 
the Hebrew school, when Mr. Sargon came away. 

On the 25th,a black Jew came to him, Eliah 

Matthai. After some conversation, he said he 
had a great desire to see the Hebrew Gospels ; 
upon which Mr. S. presented him with a copy of 
St. Matthew, and likewise a copy of the Prophets: 
he was very glad to receive these, and to possess 
them free of experse, and was profuse in his ac- 
Knowledgements. On the same day, Solomon 
Grindil, a white Jew, came to visit Mr. Sargon ; 
this man had been at Bombay, and told Mr. S. that 
whilst there, some missionaries, (of whom he him- 
self received the tract No. 10, being St. Paul's E- 
pistle to the Hebrews,) had offered certain Tracts 
to the Jews at that place, who refused them ;— 
when the missionaries took the opportunity of pro- 
ceeding to their Synagogue, and threw the publi- 
cations inside. When they were gone away how- 
ever, the Jews came and cast them out again. 
He proceeded to make some remarks on this con- 
duct of the missionaries. In reply Mr. S. told him, 
“ You must not conclude from this that I have 
brought books here to force them upon the Jews; 
quite the contrary—those | possess will only be giv- 
en tosuch as express a desire to have them, 
and to such they shall be freely distributed} 
The next day this Jew came to Mr. S. and ex- 
pressed au earnest wish to hove a copy of Tremel- 
lius, which he received with great pleasure, as 
well asa copy of St. Matthew's Gospel. On the 
th, an Arabian Jew, named* Jeduda Abraham 
Gamel, stated his great desire to read the books 
Mr. S. was distributing among the Jews, when a 
copy of the Prophets, St. Matthew's Gospel, St. 
Paul's Epistle to the Hebrews, and the Tract No. 
29, were delivered to hin. 

On the 2d of May, Shemuel Issack, one of the 
black Jews, who is a reader in their synagogue, 
came to him and begged the loan of a complete 
Hebrew Testament. .This unfortunately Mr. S. 
did not possess; he however gave hia a copy of 
St. Matthew’s Gospel, and on telling him he 
might keep it, he considered it as an act of gener- 
osity, and made his acknowledgements according- 
ly. The same day came a white Jew, Isaac Ben- 
jamin, soliciting books, and adding, that he should 
owe it to Mr. Sargon, if from his reading them, he 
should arrive at the trire knowledge. pase 3 
lf.a copy of St. Matthew's Gospel, & a copy of the 
Prophets were given to him. 

he freed servant of a white Jew visited him on 
the 4th of May, saying he understood Mr. Sargon 
was distributing books gratis to every one, and 
that he also should be happy to possess some. It 
‘appears that this application was for more than 
one copy of each: Mr. 8. therefore stated to him, 
that he had not more than one copy of the Proph- 
ets to spare, which was given to him, and likewise 
a copy of St. Matthew's Gospel: his name is Mor- 
decai Meshohurrar. On that day another freed 
servant of a white Jew, named Joseph David, 
Miearing of the gratuitous distribution, sent his son 
to Mr, S. desiring to see some of the books, him- 
self being sick, which he alleged as a reason for 
not attending on Mr. 58. A.copy of St. Matthew 
was given the boy, who however came back, say- 
ing, his father would be very much obliged to him 
for another copy, ashe had two sons; in which 
his desire was algo gratified. 

On the ninthof May,a black Jew, called Jo- 
— came aud requested a Copy of the Prophets ; 
asMrS.had but one copy left, which he had 
promisedto a white Jew, he gave him a eopy of 
St. Matthew’s Gospel which he thankfully re- 
ceived. 

Last of all the-white Jew, just alluded to, came 
to Mr. S. desirihg the books he had been promised 
through a third the Inst copy of the 
Prophets, & Si. Matthew’s Gospel, were then given 
to him, which he received with much satisfaction. 
After which he asked Mr. 8. why Christ did not 
‘shew himself after his resurfection to all people, 
& certify to them the ®.1e was the same who suffered, 

death for us, and rose again for our justification, 
that all might believe ou him, He was answered, 
“that Christ did manifest himself, and still does, 
to all believers, and also that the Gentiles were 
“not ignorant of his ressurrection.” When he 
heard this,he thanked Mr, 5. for the reply: he

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RELIGION AMONG SEAMEN. 


From the New-York Seaman's Magasine. 
REMARKABLE PRESERVATION OF FOUR 
SEAMEN ON BOARD THE SEA FOX, 
The public are already acquainfed with many 
circumstances relating to the lors of the Ship Sea- 
Fox. This ship saiied from New York, on the 
27th of October, bound to Port-au-Prince, with 
twenty persons on board, of whom eleven were 
passengers. She passed the narrows in safety, & 
having dismissed her pilot about noon, 
on her voyage,—the wind being S. W. & the sky 
overcast during the day and night. As cvening ap- 
proached, her commander Capt. Wyer took the us- 
val precautions, by sending down thé royal masts 
and royal rigging, and taking in top gallant sails ; 
he also remained himself on the watch till twelve 
at night, when hé was succeeded by the mate, and 
retired to rest. The passengers were now in the 
cabin, and four of the seamen in the forecastle. 
All seemed secure, and the ship was moving pros- 
perously towards her destined port, when she was 
suddenly struck, at twenty minutes past twelve 
o'clock, by a squall. ‘The aoise awakened the cap- 
tain. He sprang upon deck, gave orders fo let go 
the top sail haulyards and call up all habds; but 
in attempting to let go the spanker sheet, he lost 
-his hold and was precipitated into the waves; & 
_before either of his orders could be executed, the 
ship was struek down on her beam-end. So unex- 
pected and sudden was the catastrophe, that only 
three passengers had time to escape from the cab- 
in, and not one of the seamen from the forecastle. 
Capt. Wyer succeeded in regaining the sip ; but 
finding hep upon her beam ends, and apparently 
full of water, he, with the remaining seamen and 
passengers, Cleared the boat, in which they all em- 
barked, and kept under the lee of the wreck until 
daylight. We shall not attempt to describe his e- 
motions and those of his companiens, daring these 
hours of painful reflection and of peril. It was no 
common disaster over which they were called to 
moum, nor common hazard to which they were 
now exposed. Asdaylight however approached, 
they providentially discovered a ship to the south- 
ward, which proved to be the Iris, captain Smith, 
of New-York, by whom they were observed and 
taken up, Captain Smith tarned his course to- 
wards the wreck, but perceiving, on coming near, 
that the sea made a complete breach over it, he 
concluded it would be fruitless to attempt saving 
any thing. Captain Wyer with his companions 
were soon put on board a schooner from Philadel- 
phia, which landed them at Tarpaulin Cove, the 
second day after their disaster. 
The account which was immediately published 
of the loss of the Sea-Fox, excited, in ,New-York, 
very uncommon interest, and not a little anziety. 
In was suggested by some, that a part of the pas- 
sengers in the ship might possibly be alive, and 
large sums were offered for the bodies of those on 
board, whether dead or alive. Two pilet boats 
were immediately despatched in search of the 
wreck; but they returned into port without hav- 
ing so much as discovered it; and all hopes were 
relinquished of again hearing from those left on 
board. But there is nothing too hard for God to 
effect ; and to his good Proyidence must we as- 
cribe it, that any were, in the mean time, saved 
from perishing. 
Tt has been already noted, that there were four 
seamen in the forecastle of the Sea Fox when she 
capsized. They had been but a short time below 
when the disaster occurred. Aware of their sitaa- 
tion, they flew to the scuttle, and made a despe- 
rate attempt to remove the booby hatch, but in 
vain; the sea was against it, and the water pour- 
ing in on every side: within a few minutes it be- 
came neeessary to use the greatesc eg: rtions to 
keep ftom drowning. They were enveloped in 
perfect darkness, sometimes under water with no 
spade of air to breathe in, and nothing before them 
but the prospect of immediate death. Aftera few 
struggles, .'eir minds were filled with indescriba- 
ble horror. In this situation they all cried unto 
God for help. He heard their supplication, and 
directed them to the bulk-head of the forecastle, 
where they found two of the planks loose enough to 
be removed, and the cargo somuch shified to the 
leeward, as to leave a space sufficient for them to 
pass into the hold. After being here for some 
time in total darkness, one of them having a knife 
they crt a hole through the deck, which admitted 
a few rays of lighf, but not enough to discover any 
thing which they could obtain to eat. They then 
gave themselves to incessant and united prayer to 
God,until they became extremely weak thro’ want 
of food & sleep. Providentially,the hatch was about 
this time removed from the small hate! ay, which 
enabled them to descry a barre] of flour & a keg of 
lard within their reach. To these ‘Wey got access & 
in some measure satiefied their hunger.. They had 
now been struggling for two daysand nights, with 
out food or rest, i: almost total darkness, and at 
no time with more than two feet of air above the 
water, They continued still-to agonize in prayer, 
but on the third day, nature seemed near being ex- 
hausted ; it was believed to be impossible for them 
to remain there much longer alive. Before resign- 
ing themselves into the arms of death, they agreed 
to unite in one more prayer to Almighty God for 
some relief. They did so, and while thus engaged, 
one of them says to his companions, “the Lord 
has heard our supplications and will take us out 
of this place. ‘ Continue in prayer.” While 
thus engaged, they actually heard the voices of 
pefeons on board; upon this, they fan a stick 
the hole which had been cut, end exert- 
ing all fheir remaining strength to make a noise, 
succeeded in aftracting the notice of those who 
had boarded the wréck, Axes were inimediately. 
brought, and by cutting a hole in the deck, these 
four men were rescued from deaih, afier being 
confined in the most fearful situation, from about 
“one o’clock on Saturday night, till five P.M. of 
the following Tuesday. ‘The individuals to whom 
| they were immediately indebted for this deliver- 
ance, were a part of the crew of the ship John and 
Adam, captain Knight, bound to ‘Philadelphia. 
By captain Knight, and afterwards by the citizens 
of Philadelphia, they were treated with much 
kindness and hospitality. The citizens of New- 
York also. made a valuable donation to captain 
Kuight and his crew, for the humanity which they 
exhibited. But the pious mind will perceive, that 
a remarkable Providence directed the whole af- 
| fair! Is it not very remarkable'that the Sea-Fox 
should have lain, for so long a time, on her beam 
énds without sinking? Js it not equally so, that 
four seamen were allowed air sufficient to breathe 
in? That they found their way into the hold and 
possessed themselves of necessary food? and that 
the crew of the John and Adam tame to their as- 
istsance at the most critica ? 
‘This narrative affords r example 
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think of this ; let him fitake the God of the ocean 
his friend, & he will have no occasion for fear ; let 
him secure te himself the anchor of the Christian’s

Extract from the First Report. 
Sept. 2%?.—/, youth about 17 or 18 years of age, 
waited upon one of the Secretaties of the Bethel 
Companies to purchase a Tract. He was asked, 
“have you attended any of the Bethel Prayer 
Meetings on board ships?” “ Yes, the last even- 
ing. Only yesterday | landed from my voyage— 
this afternoon Iam hound to Scotland to see my 
friends, Although that visit to the Bethel Meet- 
ing was accidental, it has been the means of great 
consolation to my mind.” “ I am glad you found 
it so; was you unhappy?” “ Sir, 1 will relate 
what took place during my late voyage. I sailed 
from London ina Scotch vessel for the West In- 
dies, second mate,the most profligaw & abandoned 
wretch that ever sailed salt water, particularly for 
profane swearing. Our captain, though a good sea- 
man and kind to-his ship’s company, cared not ci- 
ther for his own soul or for the souls of his ship's 
crew. We had been at sea about 16 days. It 
came on night, and it was my watch on deck. 
The night was dark and lowering, and but little 
wind at the tinsg. We had most of our lower sails 
set. I was walking fore and afton the leeward 
side of the ship, whena sudden puff of wind caus- 
ed the vessel to give aheavy lurch: not prepared 
tomeet it, I was capsized & came head on against 
one of the stanchions. Feeling much hurt, I gave 
vent to my anger by a dreadful, tremendous oath, 
cursing the wind, the ship, the sea, and, awful to 
say, the Being who made them. Scarce had this 
horrid oath escaped my lips, when it appeared to 
roll back upon my mind with so frightfal an image, 
that I ran aft, and for ampment ortwo, thought I 
I saw the sea parting, andthe vessel going down. 
I took the helm from the man who was at it, and 
put the ship’s head clyse to the wind: all that 
night my awful oath was passing before my eyes 
like a spectre, and its consequences my cértain 
damnation. For seveml days | was miserable, 
ashamed tosay the crise. asked one of the 
men ifhe had any book ® lend me to read : he offer- 
ed mea French novel by Resseau. | asked if he had | 
a Testament or Bible. He answered, was I going 
to die—he never troubled his head about Bible or 
Prayer Book; he left au these notions to the 
Priest, to whom he left part of his pay to pray for 
him, If I had done so 1 should not be so 
squeamish. The captén I knew had a Bible, 
but I was unwilling to ask the loan of it. 
Several days thns pased in the greatest torment, 
this dreadful oath alway before me, and the De- 
vil (I tho’t) speaking sdloud I could hear him say 
—I shall be damned !--4 hall be damned !--I could 
notpray,indeedJ tho’t itbfno use. On the Sth day, 
as | was turning over sme things in my chest, I 
found some trifles I sg Aen for — stock, 
wrapped in r—this jigce of paper—(putting 
his = at the s same ti ir his jacket pocket,& 
from a small red case pu out the paper—a leaf 
of the Bible, containing marly the whole of the 
first chapter of Isaiah.) Dh how my heart throb- 
bed when I found ft a pece of the Bible.” At 
that moment the big tet fell from his eye—he

Copy of a Letter from Reve a 
Nantucket, to a Friend in 
Dear Brother,—I rejoice at your 
cess among Seamen. ‘This is trul}a day of won- 
ders; and how blessed are owr ey mat see them. 
In considering the means used i 
of these men, it may be questiot 
employed in the whalefishery re 
While our English brethren have been attending 
to the wants of their whalemen, w¢ have done lit- 
tle to ascertain the condition of or extend to 
them any means of religions wiedge, We 
have consumed their oil to Mumijfe our churches 
and light our coasts, little thmkijg that for lack 
of divine light, they are drifting to destruction. 
Whalemen, though far better ifformed thin a 
prevailing vanity nay allow, are,by their educa- 
tion, business and scene of labour, rendered a ve- 
ry distinot class, aud placed “beyad the reach of 
means enjoyed by other seampa. At the age of 
14or 15 they are put on whale ¢hips and 
sent to the Pacific Occan.) Except returuing 
once in two or three years te a fow weeks or 
months with their friends, theylive at sea until ad- 
vanced in life. From differeu} ports between Bos- 
ton and New-York, there employed in this 
fishery 207 sail and about 4 men. Most of 
these are in the Pacific Oceas,-cruising on the N. 
W. Coast, off the Sandwich Igands, and about the 
middle of the Ocean. Some @uise in the Atlantic, 
at the Western Islands and onthe coast of Guinea 
and the Brazils. Others make their cruise on the 
coasts of S. Africa, Timor, New-Zealand, New- 
Guinea and New-Holland. . , 
This town employs 80 ‘ships i} the Pacific, and 
brigs im the tic, besides many smal- 
ler vessels; the Whole manned by about 2,000 
men. Of these“ not more than ane to eight or ten 
1s supposed to possess a Ribie,” and far smaller the 
proportion supplied with any religious tracts. 
Ships carrying between 20 and 30 men return here 
from a cruise of three years without having had a 
Bible fa the whole time: andi respectable citi- 
zen assures me that “he fornlerly followed the 
seas from this place 29 years,during which time he 
commanded and visited a vast number of ships 
without erer secing a Bible otf Testament on 
board.” Whalemen from other ports may be bet- 
ter fumished, but there has not to our knowledge 
been any system of measures adopted to supply 
them, as may be desirable and practicable. The 
whaling flee: from France which is officered prin- 
cipaljy from this place and parily man «py Eng- 
lishmen and Americans, is said to have .... supply, 
unless it be now and then a Bible from this coun- 
try. The intercourse between this fleet and ours 
puts it in our power, and apparently obliges ws to 
hand them the word of life. We have formed 2 
Bible and a Tract Society, which in time may af- 
ford our ships an adequate supply. But our atten- 
tion is called to wauts nearer home. Such is the 
condition of pecple in this town, that on one of its 
borders, an individnaj lately found im one day 29 
families living without the Scriptures. Coasting 
vessels and the neighbouring villages and islands 
open before us a large field for the distribution of 
tracts. To afford these a partial supply and fur- 
nish our whalemen as they fit out for new voyages, 
will equal our present means. Not to name those 
of our own language on board the French ships, 
nor anticipate the wants of whalemen from neigh- 
bouring ports, more than 50 ships from this mast 
continue destitute as they are ffom one to thre« 
years longer, unless we afe assisted in sending 
them a supply. Experienced Captains assure me 
that a whaleship bound to the Pacific on the com- 
mon rout, might distribute packages mediately or 
immediately io the greater part of the fleet. As 
whalemen are fitting out at New-York, Long Isl- 
and and Connecticut, it occurred te me that you 
might induce the good people in those places to 
send out Tracts, — &c. for distribrtion. 


Would they think of the comforts’ sacrificed, the 
endured to 


| perits encountered; and the snfférings 


procure them the spoils of distant oceans: would 
they consider the time they have saved, the profits 
they have-made, the sermons they have heard, the 
books they have read, the dangers they have shun- 
ned, and the shipwrecks they have avoided by 
means of the lamp, the lantorn and the lighthouse : 
abéve al! wouid they estimate the value of the 
soul and the possihijily of saving it, they would 
fervently pray and cheerfully give for famishing 
whalemon. Religious pamphlets lying useless 
upon their shelves would be received with grati- 
tude and read by many. Everlasting good may 
be done. Sc veral revivals, of which you have seen 
no notice, have. been effected on board our ships. 
‘The condition ofthese meg is not hopeless. Let 
their cries be heard and a glorious change may en- 
sue. Look at our seamen engaged in the codfish- 
ery. Within a few years,targe and lovely churches 
have been built up among them; revivals at sea 
have been frequcnt ; and it is believed the prepor- 
tion of praying men among them, is equal to that 
among the same number of farmers in the most fa- 
voured sections of the country. Let means be 
used, and God may work the same wonders among 
others. If we regard the influence of whalemen 
on Foreign Missions, their conversion seems pecu- 
liarly desirable. The Pagan Islands of the Pa- 
cific and Indian Oceans are to them pleces of re- 
sort. No other men have so much influence with 
the natives. Many of our Captains are acquaint- 
ed with the Chiefs and able to speak their lan- 
guage and influence their councils. They often 
take men from these Islands and the western coasts 
of America into their service; and it is thought 
they now have promising candidates for the Corn- 
wail School from the midst of immense regions 
where the banner of the cross has never been un- 
furled. Fleven heathen youth? have beew brought 
here and instructed the past.season ; who, in oth- 
er circumstances, might become the Obookiahs of 
their countries. © Some of thése have sailed with 
men who have clicerfally to pursue their 
instruction. Under ations a residence

On the 5th of November, lat, 20, ‘long. 30, the 
Mariana Flora, was discovered by the Alligator, 
standing to the Northward and Fastward, Lut soon 
after tacked and stood to the Seuthward, and on 
the Alligator nearing her, she clewed up her cour- 
ses, handed her top-gallant sails, and hoisted & 
small blue pennant half-mast, at the mizen-top- 
gallant mast. , 

It was supposed on board the Alligator, that the 
ship wa: in distress, and all sail. was accordingly 
made te approach her ; but they were shortly after 
surprized by a fire from the whole broadside of the 
ship, when the Alligator was within a short dis- 
tance of her, which she kept up for near an hour 
ih a raking position, befere a single gun was dis- 
charged from the Alligator; during all which 
time the U. S. flag was flying on board the Alliga- 
tor; and the ship displaying no national flag. 

At the expiration of nearly an hour from the 
time of the first attack, the Alligator commenced 
firiug upon the ship, which —— up till within 

istol shot of the ship, on her quarter, when the 

dside of the schr. being changed, Capt. Stock- 
ton hailed the ship to know who and what she 
was, whether she had any uational flag, to which 
he received no answer. A few minutes after, the 
Portuguese flag was run up the mizen, and imme- 
diately after the flag was hoisted, two guns were 
discharged : + the Aliigaior, Capt, Stockton then 
hailed the ship and told them if they did not cease 
firing and send their boat alongside the schooner, 
he would sink her. . The crew of the ship then de- 
serted their quarters & the Captain came on béard 
the Alligator. 

* The ship mounted twelve guns, viz. 2 long 12, 
26, 4 24and 4 18 pound carronades, manned with 
29 men, including officers. A part of the guns 
were thrown overboard ; all the crew of the ship 
were left on board, and have arrived im her.

Mount Zion, Georgia, Dec. 10.—Finv.—On 
Saturday morning last, about 3 o’cleck, the new 
and spacious dwelling house of the Rev. N. 8.5. 
Bemaa, in the vicinity of this place, was entirely 
consumed, together with a great portion of iis con- 
tents, The fire originated in one of the chambers, 
from some defect in the chimney, and before the 
family were apprized of the danger, it had made 
such progress as to render all aitempts to extin- 
guish it unavailing.

Several students of the A- 
cademy, who were members of his family, lost the 
greater part of their effects. The damage sus- 
tained by this afflictive providence, is estimated at 
five thousand dollars.

VERMONT JUVENILE HEROISY. 

Bratticborough, Dec. 18.—A few months 
since, the citizens of Londonderry (Vt.) having 
had their flocks annoved by the ravages of bears 
from the adjacent mountains, turned out to -hunt 
and destroy them. Mr. Hazen and his son, a lad 
about 12 years old, were among the number. A 
large bear was discovered by Mr. Hazen and his 
boy, and being wounded, passed round a rock or 
ledge, where it was met by Mr. Hazen, who in 
attempting to disable it, was disarmed and thrown 
down by the furious beast. Hazen called to his 
boy in this exigency.—The lad, (witha presence 
of mind beyond his years and strength) rushed up- 
on the Bear with his axe, and so dextergusly ap- 
plied his blows, that he rescued his father, and 
they killed the bear. Mr, Hazen was considera- 
bly injured, but is doing well. Ashe fell, he 
his hands wefe severely Wounded, this 
stance probably saved *is life.. A minute's delay 
or perturbation in the boy would have been fatal 
to the father. Courage and action like _ this, 
ought to be héld up for example.—The substance 
of the foregoing was communicated by a respecta- 
ble magistrate in Londonderry, and is matter of 
genera] notoricty, in the vicinity. —[{ Messenger.
